“We have nothing to lose but

called in German to rifle-armed 
Swiss police who surrounded the 
legation and sought to persuade 
the band to surrender. 
THE

Setu, 
was 
knifed 
and 
struck down by sub-machinegun 
fire when he tried to resist the 
attack. He died in a hospital at 
noon.

PAINFUL ACCIDENTS 
The Journal of the American Medical

PLEURODYNIA—PAIN IN CHEST 
I have written before of the condition known 
as pleurodynia, commonly known as pain in the 
chest muscles. As a medical student I remember 
a case in which the pain was so severe that the 
patient had called in three specialists for consul­ 
tation because of her fear that heart disease was 
present. I have written also of a number of pa­ 
tients in England in whom the severe pain in the 
chest muscles located directly over the heart was 
at first diagnosed as angina pectoris and only 
after careful, close and constant observation was 
it realized that pleurodynia was actually the con­ 
dition present. 
We read further in the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association of the observations of 
Dr. P. Giachettti on the sporadic (occurring only 
occasionally I type of pleurodynia It is rest ricted 
mostly to the chest muscles, jess frequently those 
of the abdomen, and is characterized by a sudden 
onset of violent pain which increased with the 
slightest movement of any of the muscles in­ 
volved. It is believed due to an infection of some 
kind and the cause is often obscure but, fortu­ 
nately, it is nor a dangerous condition. Many 
observers believe thai a virus called Coxsackie 2 
is the cause of pleurodynia but Dr. Giacchetti be­ 
lieves there may be multiple causes. 
What can be done for this condition? As in 
most cases of chest pain not due to heart dis­ 
ease, heat and rest are usually prescribed — com­ 
plete rest in bed in severe cases and in those with 
a fever. In milder forms, local rest of the muscles 
may he obtained by adhesive strapping or a plas­ 
ter cast. Heat may be applied in the form of hot- 
water bottles, elecric pads, ironing the affected 
area with a domestic flat-iron as hot as can be 
stood, electric light, diathermy or ultra-violet 
rays. Sometimes a Turkish bath may ward off an 
acute 
attack. 
Sometimes 
the 
severe 
pain 
is 
treated with injections of morphine 0.01 Cm. 
(Gr. 1/161 and atropine into the affected muscles. 
Aspirin is also very helpful. If pain interferes 
w ith sleep, phenobarbital or codeine may be added. 
Massage is not considered wise in the acute first 
stage but is found helpful in later stages: al­ 
though painful at first, relief usually follows. 
Patients should avoid strains, especialy those 
due to faulty posture or their occupation: some­ 
time special appliances such as corsets or belts 
are required. They should avoid chilling, espec­ 
ially when overheated, and should wear warm 
clothing. Exposure to cold and wet should be 
shunned.

With a tradition of chivalry, 
this aspersion on* his m other is 
supposed to offend the victim 
worse than some direct insult to 
his own character. Not that the 
French are necessarily short on 
chivalry, they were amused by 


this resort to innuendo by peo­ 
ple who made considerable noise 
about their forthrightness. 
The epithet was reduced to ab­ 
surdity a few* years ago by an 
Arizona judge who acquitted a 
defendant in a slander suit with 
the solemn judgment that it was 
not a practical insult. It was not 
practical because the creature 
which the defendant had public­ 
ly said the plaintiff was a son of, 
was not of the human species 
hut of the canine. 
All exper­ 
ience and the long, long shelves 
of science laughed that implica­ 
tion out of court. So the defend­ 
ant. as it were. was borne out of 
the temple of justice on a wave 
of learned drollery. 
The English terms of direct, 
personal affront have come to in­

Three other records of interest are George Burns’ 62 doubles set 
in 1914; Ed Stanley's 144 walks in 1950 and Larry Dovle’s 25 triples 
in 1911. 
Christy Mat hew son and Iron Man Joe McGinnity dominate 
the all-time team pitching standards. 
Mat hew son won 37 
games in 1908; fanned 267 in 1903 and pitched 12 shutouts in 
1908. Big Six pitched two no-hitters during his career and shut 
out the Philadelphia Athletic** three tim es in a World Series. 
Carl Hubbell owns the most consecutive scoreless innings 
mark with 46.1 set n 1933. 
McGinnity. a mighty man was he, pitched most complete 
games. 43. in 1903; most innings, 434 in 1903; most games started, 
48, also in 1903. 
Hoyt Wilhelm hasn’t been around too long but has his name 
on the record book twice, for most games pitched in. 71 in 1952 
and best won-and-lost percentage, 15 and 3 for .833 in 1952. The 
Giants also set the all-time National League attendance record of 
60.747 against Brooklyn in 1947.
